retariat for Catholic-Jewish Re- 
ΕΣ et Seton Hall University, New

The report of the Secretariat 
speaks optimistically of the results

The Youth Centre, the first stage 
of which is completed and is to oe 
officially dedicated today, is an 
ambitious venture which aims to 
give Jewish youth groups, from Is- 
rael and abroad, a taste of the his- 
tory. the geography, and the spirit 
of the region Named after the late 
Minister of ‘the Interior Haim Moshe 
Shapiro, the Youth Centre is being 
nurtured and developed by a com- 
mittee of pubHe figures in Israel, 
headed by Rabbi Dr. Ya’acov Vain- 
stein, backed by groups of Friends 
in the U.S. Europe and South 
Africa. It is a non-party (and non- 
profit-making) venture, and is sup- 
ported by the Ministries of Educa- 
tion and Tourism, and by various 
departments of the Jewish Agency. 

The initial a W2m, six- 
Storey building, is now completed 
and functioning. An additional 
IL2m. worth of buildings are due 
to be completed in the immediate 
future, and another IL6m. (when 
this sum is raised) is planned, to 
provide an Olympic-size swimming 
pool, athletic track and sports 
fields, a museum of biblical flora 
with botanical gardens attached, an 
ampitheatre, and more buildings. 
Eventually, there will be accommo- 
dation for some 300 young people, 
with synagogue, Hbraries, recreation 
facilities, etc, all provided. 

The purpose of Ramot Shapiro 
is to be a meeting point where 
youth from the Diaspora ,and  Is- 
Yael can study together or holiday

Only when darkness fell did 
she dare come into port. A small 
shadow on the dark water, she 
crept back into the BSuroport's 
Chemie Haven. Akzo had ordered 
her to wait until dark for fear of 
demonatrations. 

On the quayside stood wives and 
mothers in their Sunday best, wait- 
ing to welcome the crew home 
after their 10-day ordeal. They 
clambered aboard and disappeared

Meeting the press to survey the 
proposals of the government com- 
mittee, Haifa Labour Council sec- 
retaries Eliezer Molk and Moshe 
Shahal said last week the committee 
wanted to sponsor research to es- 
tablish how many places in kinder- 


m gartens were needed for three and 


four year olds by families with six 
children and more. Wherever such 
Kindergartens were non-existent, or 
too small, they should be set up by 
the Ministry of Education and the 
Jocal authority, and the Working 
Mothers Association would operate 
them. 

The committee noted with satis- 
faction the effects of scholarship 
funda of the Histadrut and recom- 
mended “an examination of the eri- 
teria by which they were awarded 
for higher, secondary and vocational 
education.” Dliteracy among adults 
should be wiped out through a col- 
lective effort at places of employ- 
ment (a successful experiment has 
just been completed by the P.W_D. 
in the Halfa district). 


Mothers of six and more should 
be given a chance to go on 8 holl- 
day. The Working Mothers Asso- 
ciation ig already operating a 
scheme of sending mothers and 
their children yogether on “day-time 
vacations” of ten days for each group. 
Nurses looking after the chikiren 
give their motherg a reat rest, This 
scheme should be extended to 300 
families, partly with the financial 
aid of the Labour Council. 


Problem of housing 


The committee regarded housing 
as the centra) problem of social wel- 
fare today. While this was a con- 
cérn of the Government, there was 
room for some further initiative, 
Molk and Shahal quoted the com- 
Mittee report. Histadrut members 
with five children and over, now in- 
adequately housed, should get a 
12,000 grant from the “Ma'on La’- 
oved" Fund and a loan of 18,000 
tu 115,000 according to need, to- 
ward a better home, besides the aid 
from other sources, 


Young couples, who come from 
large families, should get loans up 
to 1L.20,000 from the same fund. 
They should be enabled to rent 
small homes vacated by large 
families and suitably reconditioned. 
As land prices were high in towns, 
{t should not be included in the 
cost of homes for the needy. Gov-

retary-General because “housing 13 
the most crushing problem for the 
poor.”

Ashdod Customs 
police refuse to 


do extra duty

ASHDOD. — The Customs police 
here resumed their labour dispute 
of a month ago yesterday, and 
stopped perf all duties at the 
Port not directly connected to cus- 
toms inspection.

The Customs 
Management had told the works 
committee that the 11 men involved 
were solely performing customs 
inspection, so they did not deserve 
More pay. 

The port yesterday was also 
the scene of celebrations marking the 
10th anniversary of the establish- 
ment of the Ports Authority. Some

ἃ fun fair there. Transport Minister 
Shimon Peres spoke last night 
at an entertainment pageant. His- 
tadrut Secretary-General Yitzhak 
Ben-Aharon sent a message to the 
celebrants, stressing how important 
it was for port workers to keep to 
the framework of organized labour.

The hospitals are Ichilov, Hadas- 
sah-Belfour and Maternity in Tel 
Aviv, aud Rothschild in Haifa 

“We will feel the effecta of this 
step only in a few days,” Dr. Arieh 
Herel, medical director of the Tel 
Aviv health services, yesterday told 
The Jerusalem Post.
